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THE DIVINE NAMES AS THEY OCCUR IN THE PROPHETS.

In the Book of Jeremiah |~fl|T occurs, as a separate name, 574 times ; i"fl,T 
niK^V. 76 times; niN3^ D»ff?K TKt, 6 times; D*rf?N, 52 times; ni.T 
OVf?N, 53 times; 'jlN, 6 times; fTWT 0"!K> 8 times ; HVT occurs, in all, 717 
times ; Q^n 1 ?^, 105 times. 

It will be noticed that, in most cases where D^H^K occurs in Jeremiah, it is 
with some suffix, and is in apposition with HIIT- 

In the Book of Ezekiel |~fln* occurs, as a separate name, 215 times ; *J1K, 
5 times ; HlfT *J"li<, 215 times ; Q^n^K? 37 times ; fJltT occurs, in all, 430 times ; 
1J1N, 220 times ; j"l!N!l¥ HIIT does not occur. 

In Hosea fJliT occurs, as a separate name, 44 times ; D'H^Ki 26 times. 

In Joel m?T occurs, as a separate name, 33 times ; D^H^tf, H times. 

In Amos HIIT occurs, as a separate name, 52 times ; D*?"? 1 ?^ 3 times ; HliT 
occurs, in all, 79 times ; D'H^Ki 8 times. 

In Obadiah ni?T occurs, in all, 7 times. 

In Jonah H1?T occurs, in all, 26 times ; D^H^K) I 3 times. 

In Micah |7lfT occurs, in all, 36 times ; D^H^K) 9 times. 

In Nahum J-fltT occurs 11 times ; D*rf?N> 1 time ; j"V)JO¥ fT)?T> 2 times. 

In Hahakkuk nVl* occurs 13 times ; D'H^Ki 3 times. 

In Zephaniah HIIT occurs 34 times ; DTfrN* 4 times. 

In Haggai niH* occurs 21 times ; jTliOy nii7*> 14 times ; D'H^N) 3 times. 

In Zechariah fYlfT occurs, as a separate name, 79 times ; Jl1fcO¥ HlfTi 52 
times; D'H^Ni H times; |~fi|T occurs, in all, 131 times. 

In Malachi HlfT occurs, as a separate name, 21 times ; ffifrOV ffifl*> 24 
times ; fJliT occurs, in all, 45 times ; D^H^K) 6 times. 

It will be of interest to compare these results with the use of the names for 
God in the Psalms, to see if the date of any Psalm can be determined by the name 
that prevails. 

These prophetic writings cover quite completely the period from 880 (cir.) to 
the close of the 5th century B. C. At least they belong to the periods when 
Psalms were produced. If these books do not show that there were periods when 
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one or the other name was exclusively employed (and they do not) it certainly can- 
not be claimed that the one or the other name occurs in a particular Psalm or col- 
lection of Psalms, because that name was the prevailing one at that period. 

The predominance of the name IfliT throughout can be accounted for by 
the fact that this name distinguished God from the idols of other nations. It 
would be especially appropriate in the mouths of the Prophets in times of idol- 
atry, and of hostilities with other nations. 

In Ezekiel the name HIlOV ffliT does not occur. He does not speak of 
God as the warrior, leading his people in their battles. But in his book |"flf^ *J"1K 
occurs 215 times. "With him fflfp is the " Lord of all the earth." 

It is most natural that, in the poetry of the Psalms, the more general, the 
more universal name for God, should be more often used. The ideas, the views 
of the poet, often regarded God as the D^n^K? the Mighty, the Adorable One, 
without further distinction from the idols of the nations. 

Without attempting here even to suggest reasons why in some Psalms fTl!T 
prevails, while in others D^n^X prevails, it is maintained, in view of the facts 
given above in reference to the use of the different names in the Prophets, that 
the reason is not a chronological one. It is not determined by the date of the 
Psalm.
